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REPORT OF STEARNS’ LECTURE COM- 
MISSION. 


—_—__-_—— 


Capt. Albert Stearns of Brooklyn, N. Y., long identified 
with the well-known Church & Dwight Soda Works of 
Syracuse and Brooklyn, N. Y., donated this fund. This 
benefactor’s youth was spent on a farm in the south part of | 
the town, where his parents resided. The old brick school- 
house. in Gibson Village, where so many able men and 
women have secured their elementary education, also af- 
forded him his first primary start in education. I[n the full 
height of his business career the idea occurred to him to 
benefit in some manner his adopted town. ‘This matter was 
carefully reviewed by a long correspondence with a school- 
mate and her son. They proposed a lecture fund and he 
adopted the suggestion at once. A perpetual fund was cre- 
ated, known as the “Stearns Lecture Fund,” the annual in- 
terest from its several investments to be devoted to free 
lectures and concerts. | 

Captain Stearns appointed the selectmen the trustees of 
the fund. The conditions of the gift require that the New 
Ipswich Lecture commission shall render its annual report 
to the trustees. 

The nucleus of this fund was $3000.00, and it is invested 
with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, 
50 State street, Boston, Mass. His first installment was 
$2000.00 in 1907, which is invested, viz.: Amoskeag Sav- 
ings bank, Manchester, N. H., $1,000.00; Fitchburg Savings 
bank, Fitchburg, Mass., $1000.00. His second installment 
was in 1912, which is deposited, viz.: Amoskeag Savings 
bank, Manchester, N. H., $1000.00; Merrimack County 
Savings bank, Concord, N. H., $1000.00.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The current school year is one of innovation and experi- 
ment. Last spring the school board issued an invitation to 
all parents in New Ipswich interested in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades to assemble in Appleton Academy on 
the afternoon of May 26 to discuss the possibility of con- 
solidating the above grades in No. 1 schoolhouse the fol- 
lowing September, and of arranging the transportation 
routes accordingly. Virtually every section of the town 
was represented on this occasion; free expression of opinion 
was solicited from every one present; the ins and outs of 
the proposed consolidation were discused without reserva- 
tion. The sentiment of the meeting was unanimously in 
favor of consolidating all the grammar grades in town in 
No. 1 schoolhouse, and arranging or adding transportation 
routes to meet the demands of the new system. 
Consequently the school board was encouraged to intro- 
duce a modern system of education into the common schools 
of New Ipswich. A new transportation route was created 
to carry the grammar pupils of No. 4 and No. 5 schools 
to No. 1 school, and the grammar pupils of High Bridge 
have been paid each ten cents per day of actual attendance 
to walk or provide their own transportation to No. 1. 
The consolidated grammar school has been in charge of 
Miss Abbie M. Robinson, a teacher of known value and 
experience in New Ipswich schools. Unfortunately, Miss 
Robinson, after over three years of faithful service in this 
town, has just resigned to accept a more remunerative 
position in Ayer, Mass. A strong teacher is needed to fill 
the vacancy thus created, and the school board will use 


every endeavor to secure one. 
29 
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So far as the consolidation itself is concerned, there is 
every reason to believe that the plan has given general 
satisfaction. It must inevitably engender in the pupils a 
spirit of progress—a looking beyond. The pupils of the 
lower grades look forward to going to the grammar school ; 
when once in the grammar, school, the habit of looking 
forward leads them to consider the possibility of some time 
attending a higher institution of learning. In short, the 
consolidation of the grammar grades in New Ipswich 
arouses, as nothing else can, an educational inspiration, the 
value of which cannot be estimated in dollars and cents. 

There has been, however, much criticism of the new 
transportation route. At a recent meeting of the Men’s 
Club, when the common schools of New Ipswich were 
discussed, a prominent citizen and taxpayer of New Ips- 
wich wisely said that the question of transportation in this 
town always has been since its inception, is, and probably 
always will be, a problem. Such the school board has found 
it, and we earnestly hope that at the coming district meet- 
ing any criticisms expressed as to the present system of 
_ transportation will be constructive as well as destructive. 
Anybody, whatsoever be his mental limitations, can find 
fault, but to offer something better is the distinguishing 
mark of sober forethought, intelligence, and genuine inter- 
est. When the consolidated grammar school is in itself 
valuable beyond question, it would be disgraceful to give 
it up because of certain objectionable features which time 
and experience will surely eliminate. No system is per- 
fect in the beginning, and it is only fair that consolidation 
should be given at least another year in which to work out 
its salvation. The school committee, in this as in every 
other question relating to the schools, will always invite 
and gratefully receive intelligent criticisms and helpful sug- 
gestions. 

The increase in the number of pupils attending No. 1 
school, not counting the extra attendance caused by con- 
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solidation, rendered it necessary to reopen the primary room 
and hire an additional teacher therefor. The resignation 
last June of Miss Caroline M. Hamblin, the popular and 
efficient teacher of No. 5 school, created another vacancy. 
To fill these two vacancies the school board made it a point 
to secure graduates of Normal schools, chiefly because the 
likelihood of securing a good teacher is thereby greatly 
increased, and secondly, because under certain conditions 
the district receives state aid to the amount of $2.00 per 
week for every teacher employed by the district who is a 
graduate of an approved Normal school or the holder of a 
New Hampshire state teacher’s certificate. If all the five 
teachers of the district were so qualified, the state aid would 
amount to $360 per year. Miss Alice L. Woodworth was 
hired to teach the primary room of No. 1 school, and Miss 
Grace S. Wray to teach No. 5 school and to supervise music 
in all the schools. Both Miss Wray and Miss Woodworth 
are graduates of the Fitchburg Normal school. . 

At the last district meeting it was voted that the school 
board be instructed to spend a sum not exceeding $200 for 
regular instruction in music in the schools during the cur- 
rent school year. While this vote was not legally binding, 
the board feels in duty bound to carry out all reasonable 
wishes of the voters of the school district. It is not always 
easy to ascertain the general feeling of the district, as 
distinguished from the opinion of a few sporadic individ- 
uals, and the safest criterion for the school board is the 
formal expression of the district by vote in the annual 
meeting. In accordance with such vote the school board 
sought to hire a supervisor of music. Owing, however, to 
the isolated situation of New Ipswich, it has so far been 
found impossible to secure a supervisor whose traveling 
expenses added to her salary would not far exceed the sum 
of $200. As the only alternative the school board secured 
in Miss Wray a teacher that would combine supervision of 
music with her regular duties. Miss Wray has devoted 


Fridays to instruction in music in Nos. 1, 4 and 12 schools; 
Miss Ida M. Lord of this town, a teacher of experience, 
has taken charge of No. 5 school on Fridays. Periodical 
substitution has its obvious disadvantages, and is only a 
makeshift, operative until a special supervisor can be 
secured whose expenses come within the means of the 
school district. It is the unanimous opinion, however, of 
certain out-of-town educators that the advantages of music 
in the schools outweigh the disadvantages of weekly sub- 
stitution. The sum expended by the school board for music 
is $203.90, including $100 paid for a Hallet and Davis 
piano, a magnificent instrument worth several times its 
purchase price, and secured through the good offices of Miss 
Wray. This piano is temporarily in No. 5 schoolhouse. It 
is the intention of the school board to have it put in the 
town hall next June, for the use of the schools as occasion 
offers, and for the use of other bodies or organizations, 
on payment of reasonable compensation. Miss Wray has 
kindly offered to arrange for entertainments by the school 
children to help reimburse the district for the purchase of 
the piano. Eventually it will pay for itself. As to the 
wisdom of having music taught in the schools, the school 
board has yet to hear anything but praise from those who 
have taken the trouble to visit the schools in the singing 
hour and see for themselves the children’s progress and the 
very evident need in their little lives of this most civilizing 
and refining of arts. 

Improvements in the schools, as in everything else, mean 
increased expenses. No teachers worthy the name can 
nowadays be secured and retained for $8 or $9 a week. At 
least $12 a week must be the average salary of our common 
school teachers if we are to have such as are fit to assist 
in developing our future citizens. We cannot within reason 
and common sense offer our teachers less than a living wage. 
But by far the most serious expense item is that of trans- 
portation, and all plans hitherto suggested alternative to the 
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present new transportation route entail, if anything, in- 
creased expense. Proposal has been made to open a new 
school in Smithville next fall, close No. 4, transport the 
pupils of No. 4 to Smithville, and maintain a grammar 
school in Smithville as well as in the center. Proposal has 
aiso been made to build a new schoolhouse in the Finn dis- 
trict. The objection to the first proposal is the scattered 
condition of the population which feeds the No. 4 school; 
‘one team could hardly provide transportation for all the 
No. 4 pupils, and the cost of two or more teams would be 
prohibitive. The objection to the second is that race segre- 
gation is distinctly un-American, and fatal to Americant- 
zation; the social and industrial salvation of future New 
Ipswich depends largely on the extent of the fusion of the 
three nationalities within its borders. There its also sub- 
stantial objection to giving up the consolidated grammar 
school and returning to the school system of a year ago. 
So far as can be learned, No. 5 school will have fifty pupils 
or more next year, if none go to the center. No one teacher, 
however great her ability, could possibly do good work 
with so large a number, and the schoolhouse would be 
crowded to.a degree dangerous to the health of the pupils 
and teachers alike. There is strong probability, too, that 
the present overcrowded condition of No. 12 school will be 
ageravated next fall, if the three highest grades are kept 
there. 

Tn short, the citizens of New Ipswich are confronted with 
the necessity of raising sufficient funds to maintain the 
present system of common schools—or some other equally 
good and therefore equally expensive—or of enjoying (?) 
the distinction of maintaining some of the worst schools in 
the state. The true index of the educational standing of 
New Ipswich in the state of New Hampshire is to be found 
by a comparison of the number of dollars per thousand of 
equalized valuation raised by taxation for school purposes 
with the corresponding amount raised in other towns of the 


c—Ips 
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state. To show more specifically the standing of New 
Ipswich among those towns of New Hampshire that approx- 
imate New Ipswich in population and industrial conditions, 
the school board has gathered statistics from the seventy- 
four towns of this state whose population lies between 600 
and 1200. These statistics are based on the report of the 
fiscal year ending February 15, 1913, and the school appro- 
priations of last March. Durham stands first on the list, 
with a record of $7.79 per thousand of equalized valuation, 
raised by taxation for school purposes. New Ipswich comes 
fifty-fifth, with $2.88. We can, of course, comfort our- 
selves with the complacent reflection that we are not 
seventy-fourth. The average amount raised by taxation by 
these towns for school purposes last March was about $3.50 
per thousand of equalized valuation. For New Ipswich, 
on the basis of the last fiscal year, this would mean a total 
school appropriation of about $3,500. This sum, together 
with the combined income from the Spaulding school fund, 
the literary fund, and the dog tax, is absolutely necessary for. 
the proper maintenance of the schools under the old system; 
the necessity of relieving the congested condition of schools 
No. 5 and No. 12 in some way or other, and certain expenses 
which must be incurred in improving the sanitary condition 
of the schools, demands an even larger sum of money. 

The school board would suggest, therefore, that the fol- 
lowing amounts be raised for schools, in addition to the 
amount required this year by law, viz., $1,455:

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cost of transportation, teachers’ salaries, repairs and inci- 
dental expenses, $1,700.00. 

It may be of interest to know that on the basis of the 
total valuation of taxable property in the town of New 
Ipswich, minus the soldiers’ exemption, as set forth in the 
last town report, and the tax rate of the current fiscal year, 
an appropriation of one thousand dollars means to the tax- 
payer an expenditure of no more than $1.20 for every 
thousand dollars’ worth of taxable property—surely not an 
excessive price to pay when it is a question of giving our 
children that which is their by divine right and human law 
—the priceless heritage of good schools. Without good 
schools and good roads no community can expect prosperity. 

Finally, the school board would recommend that the dis-. 
trict at its coming annual meeting formally adopt medical in- 
spection in the schools. The urgent need of such inspection 
has been brought home to the board this past year by several 
cases of eye-trouble and contagious diseases among the 
pupils. Regular medical inspection would not only afford 
early detection of and prompt relief to these and other 
ailments common among school children, but would safe- 
guard the community against contagion. Incidentally, many 
a backward pupil, whose apparent mental deficiency is due 
to adenoids or eye-trouble, would be enabled to pursue his 
studies successfully, and the general tone of the schools 
thereby improved. |
